ings nt  the  town  of  Garden  Valley 
was  .sf\parated  from  tlie  fire  by  the 
south  fork  of  Payette  River,  but  an 
attendant  at  the  forest  office  In 
Garden  Valley  said  flames  could 
leap  the  river  without  any  hin- 
drance.

B.C.  Electric  Makes  Tariff 
cut  to  Save  $50,000  An- 
nually to  Patrons 

After  careful  consideration,  and  a 
general  survey,  the  B.C.  Electric 
Railway  Company  is  putting  into 
effect  a  new  schedule  of  ratee  for 
consumer!  of  eleettleity.  to  be  based 
on  floor  area  and  current  used.  It 
is  estimated  the  new  system  will 
represent  a  saving  of  about  $50,000 
a  year  x^n  the  hoiusehold  consumers 
In  the  city,  and  will  .":impllfy  elec- 
trical wiring  of  houses  In  the  future. 
The  new  system  oones  Into  etteet 
on  October  1. 

A.  T.  Ooward.  vice-president  of 
the  company,  In  making  the  an- 
nounoement  yesterday,  stated  that 
this  new  domestic  rat«  would  apply 
to  electric  service  in  re.sldcnce.s  for 
all  purpo.se.s.  including  lighting, 
cooking  and  the  operation  of  all 
household  Bpnltance.-?.  Electric  water 
heater,"^,  uved  In  conjunction  with 
an  electric  rantte  may,  however, 
still  be  used  on  the  present  flat 
rate  monthly  basis,  provided  the  in- 
stallation meeti  with  the  company's 
reQttii  eiiieuls. 

SIMPI.TFIKD  SY.STF.M 
The  type  of  rate  to  be  adopted  i 
what  Is  known  as  the  floor  area 
rate,  whereby  consumers,  after 
using  a  certain  amount  of  etirrent 
per  month  at  the  primary  rate- 
such  amount  being  based  on  the 
slae  of  the  consumers'  premises- 
consumers  win  then  enjoy  a  second 
step  in  the  schedule  which  will  en- 
able them  to  use  all  additional  cur- 
rent at  a  low  rate. 

Another  advantage,  under  the  new 
rate,  will  be  that  electric  wiring  for 
homes  using  an  electric  range  will 
be  simplified  because  only  one  meter 
will  be  required.  At  present,  if  a 
house  is  wired  for  an  electric  range, 
a  separate  circuit  and  meter  Is  re- 
quired, and  m  order  to  obtain  elec- 
tricity at  the  cooking  rate  for  other 
appliances,  the  range  circuit  has  to 
be  extended.  No  lighting  is  per- 
mitted to  be  tised  on  such  power 
of  range  clrc\ilt,s.  but  under  the  new- 
arrangement  one  meter  only  will  bf 
necessary  to  register  hRhting  and 
cooking  consumption.  Con.sumers 
will  thus  have  the  convenience  of 
being  able  to  make  use  of  flooi* 
lampa,  etc.,  on  all  drcuita.

A  vigorous 
and  dynamic  character,  he  has 
made  a  decided  Impression  up<Mi  the 
eleetoei  and  haa  caused  much  un- 
In  Uberal  ranlcs  despite 
I»-esent  .-itrfrg'h

The  oaldiea  of  salmon  in  the 
piwhme  fta  1930  produced  a  pack 
at  tJOljnt  cases.  It  was  the  largest 
ever  made  in  the  province.  It  sur- 
pas.sed  the  former  high  record  of 
1926  by  156,830  cases.  There  was  an 
Increase  In  both  tlie  pack  of  sockeye 
and  pink.  The  pink  pack  con- 
stituted 50  per  cent  of  the  total. 

In  reviewing  the  catches  of  salmon 
In  the  Fraser  River  In  1930,  the 
report  states  that  the  catches  of 
sockeye  in  provincial  vaton  «t  the 
Raser  River  lyitem  produood  a 
pack  of  10IJ09  cam  the  largeat 
made  there  since  lOlT.  It  was  31 
per  cent  greater  than  that  made  in 
ihf  fourth  preceding  year,  1926, 
Che  brood  year  of  the  1930  run. 

The  catches  of  sockeye  in  the 
State  of  Washington  waters  of  the 
Praser  River  system  In  1930  pro- 
duced a  pack  of  352,1M  cases.  It 
was  ifftJUl  oaies  or  084  per  cent 
KTeatar  than  In  MM.  Ike  total 
catches  ot  eoeksye  made  In  the 
Praser  River  ayitem  In 
duced  a  combined  pack 
casr.s.  of  which  77  per  cent  was 
made  from  catches  In  the  State  of 
Washington  waters  and  23  per  rent 
In  provincial  waters.  The  combined 
park  was  the  largest  made  In 
that  system  since  1917  It  was 
also  the  largest  sockeye  pack 
made  in  the  system  in  that  year's 
cycle  since  1914.  It  esoaeded  the 
pack  aaads  in  UM,  the  bnod  year 
of  the  IWO  ran,  by  sasjM  eaass  or 
nearly  250  per  cent.  . 

For  an  understanding  of  the  full 
significance  of  such  an  unusual 
occurrence  on  the  present  depleted 
IjTondltlon  of  the  sockeye  run,^  to  tlie 
Eraser  River  system,  tlio  rpp(.rt 
states.  It  Is  necessary  to  revirw  < mi- 
ditions  on  both  the  fishing  and 
spawning  grounds  of  the  Fraser 
Rlvef  system  In  1936,  and  the  eycle 
of  that  year's  mn,  beeaose  the  runs 
In  1090  were  the  prodnot  of  the 
fish  that  spawned  tn  the  Ftaaer 
basin  In  1926.  Conditions  on  both 
th\  fishing  and  the  breeding 
grounds  of  the  FYaser  River  system 
In  1926  were  exceptional  —  un- 
equaled  in  the  records.  The  records 
of  1926  show  that  the  combined 
catches  of  .sockeye  made  that  year 
produced  a  pack  of  130,362  cases,  of 
which  65  75  per  cent  was  packed 
from  catches  made  in  prcrvlncial 
waters  and  I4J9  per  sent  made  in 
Washington  waters.  It  was  the  only 
time  in  over  twenty  years  In  whieh 
the  provincial  pack  exceeded  the 
state  pack,  with  the  exception  of 
1922,  when  the  provincial  pack  ex- 
ceeded the  state  pack  by  3,266 
cases. 

UNUSUAL  CATCHES 
In  1926  the  catches  made  in  Jiily 
and  August  produced  a  total  pack 
of  78,0M  cases,  of  which  UfiOO 
cases  were  packed  In  the  State  of 
Washington,  and  33,000  eases  in 
British  Ofdumtata.  The  balance  of 
the  catches  made  that  year  were 
made  in  BrltLsh  Columblaf  waters  in 
September  and  October,  and  pro- 
duced a  pack  of  53,000  cases  or  40 
per  cent  of  the  total  made  in  the 
system  that  year.  The  cat<;heR 
made  in  Washingtoa  waters  In 
those  months  did  not  add  materially 
to  its  pack.  This  unprecedented 
occvirrence  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
in  September  and  October,  1930,  a 
very  considerable  number  of  sock- 
eye entered  the  Oulf  at  Oeorgta  in 
British  Columbia  waters  without 
having  been  Intercepted  or  reported 
in  other  waters.  The  traps  In  JUan 
dr  Fiira  Straits,  the  traps  and 
piirsp-nrts  In  the  e.stuary  waters 
nf  fhp  state  of  Wa.shlngton  that 
lead  to  the  Oulf  of  Oeorgia  from 
the  south,  and  the  nets  lused  In  the 
waters  to  the  north  of  that  gulf, 
caught  very  few  sockeye  In  Sep- 
tember and  Ootobsr.  It  was  not 
determined  hew  the  fiSh  reached 
the  gulf  witlKMt  being  interbepted 
Havteg  reached  tbore.  the  runs

During  the  year  the  Joint  provin- 
cial and  Dominion  Government  in- 
vestigation to  disclose  the  life- 
history  of  the  pilchard  and  hcntag 
and  the  condition  of  their  fisheries 
within  provincial  waters  was  con- 
tinued. 

Since  1925.  when  the  use  of  pil- 
chards for  fish  reduction  was  sanc- 
tioned and  provided  a  suitable  out- 
let for  the  production,  thLs  fl.siiery, 
and  with  it  the  fish  reduction  In- 
dustry, has  grown  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  a  catch  of  over  173,000,000 

Strain  placed  upon  the  stock  of  pil- 
chards in  our  waters  by  a  drain  of 
such  magnitude  must  be  very  con- 
siderable and  sufficient  to  create 

some  doubt  as  to  the  ability  of  the 
.stock  to  withstand  surh  a  strain.

It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
effluent  waters  from  pilchard  re- 
duction plants  on  the  West  Coast 
of  Vancouver  Island  have  laiLsed 
the  herring  to  abandon  a  consid'  r- 
cble  area  of  their  spawning  grounds. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  waste  from 
reduction  consists  of  over  9  per  cent 
ell  and  8  per  cent  meal,  the  sugges- 
tion that  they  might  exert  a  re- 
pelling effect  on  herring  spawning 
areas  does  not  appear  unreasonable. 

The  conclusion  of  the  investiga- 
tion to  date  Is  that  under  ordinary 
conditions  of  operation  plants  are 
very  tmlikely  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  the  spawning  of  herring, 
or  to  any  great  extent  with  other 
forms  of  marine  life. 

The  appendix  of  the  report  con- 
tains detailed  reports  from  the 
spawning  grounds  of  the  Fraser. 
Skeena  and  Na.ss  Rivers,  and  Rivers 
and  Smith  Inlets.  In  most  of  these 
areas  spawning  conditions  were  re- 
ported satisfactory.  It  also  contains

Your  Health  and  Your  Weight 

Caici  pf  Overweight  Due  to  Gland  Disturbance 

 ^By  JAS"!  W.  BARTON.  M.D.  


Although  ninety-nine  oaass  in  a 
hundied  of  overweight  taidividuals 
can  be  traced  to  overeating  and  un- 
derettretslng.  it  is  wise,  neverless, 
to  remember  that  there  is  this  one 
case  in  a  hundred  that  is  due  to 
glandular  disturbance. 

As  we  think  of  glandular  dis- 
turbance In  connection  with  over- 
weight, our  first  thought  is  the 
thyroid  pland,  and  yet  research  men 
have  been  .showing  us  lately  that 
other  glands  have  al.so  something 
to  do  with  the  control  of  weight. 
In  addition  to  the  thyroid  gland  in 
the  neck,  there  is  the  tiny  pituitary 
gland  on  the  fkwr  of  the  skull,  the 
thymus  gland,  below  the  thyroid, 
behind  the  breast  bone,  and  the 
generative  glands. 

Dr.  Leonard  Wllllam.<;.  Great  Brit- 
ain, In  dlsru,s.slng  the  overweight 
due  to  these  (ilandular  disturbances, 
tells  us  that  the  fat  tls.siip  in  this 
type  of  overweight  Is  not  like  that 
due  to  overeating  or  underexercis- 
ing.  and  actually  varies  with  the 
particular  gland  at  fault. 

Sometimes  the  type  of  overweight 
due  to  one  certain  gland  can  be 
detected  by  certain  phjrslcal  signs 
In  the  individual.  For  Instance; 
Where  the  thyroid  gland  in  the 
neck  Is  at  fault,  that  Is  not  manu- 
facturing enough  thyroid  Juice, 
there  is  what  Is  called  the  "eye- 
brow" slRii,  which  consist/;  of  the 
absence  of  the  outer  third  or  outer 
half  of  the  eyebrow.  There  is 
sometimes  also,  but  not  always,  a 
harsh  dry  skin,  especially  over  the 
back,  upper  arms  and  a  sUght  flush 
or  redness  In  the  cheeks.  The  usual 
place  for  this  overweight  to  ssttle 
is  thof^  the  waist  Itaie,  partlculaily 
the  upper  arms  and  shoulders. 

The  overweight  due  to  the  little 
pituitary  gland  usually  shows  the 
increase  at  and  below  the  waist 
line  and  a  face  that  is  so  rounded 
that  It  has  been  called  "pudding 
face."  The  abdomen  Is  usually  bar- 
rel shaped.  The  absence  of  the 
half  moons  on  the  nails  has  been 
noted  on  the  majority  of  cases  with 
this  type,  of  overweight. 
The  type  of  overweight  due 


of  the 
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disturbance  oc 
thymus  gland,  behind  the 

bone.  Is  detected  by  a  harsh  note 
as  the  individual  draws  air  into  the 
lungs.  A  physician,  by  careful  per- 
cussion (tapping  chest  with  fingers  > 
can  detect  a  dullness  in  the  rcgioi 
instead  of  the  usual  resonant  note 
due  to  limg  tissue. 

The  overweight  due  to  disturb- 
ance of  the  gensratlve  glands  shows 
an  enlargsnent  of  the  breast  and 
hipa  of  men.  Ih  woaun  the  voke 
deepens,  and  hair  appoaia  on  the 
lips. 

Research  workers  find  ihat  the 
pituitary  gland,  in  the  skull,  and 
the  generative  glands,  seem  to  be 
clo.'.cly  related  to  one  another  and 
the  lack  of  sccrrTlon  of  l)oth  nt 
these  glands  give  similar  results  in 
so  far  as  overweight  is  eoncerued. 

Now  youU  admit  that  these  facts 
in  regard  to  overweight  due  to 
glandular  conditions  are  of  (^rrat 
interest  to  overweight  indivldual.s 
a-s  it  explains  why  cutting  down  on 
food  intake  hasn  t  broutrht  real  sat- 
isfactory results  In  some  ca.sps  It 
explains  also  why  the  u.se  of  the 
thyroid  extract,  which  has  been^ 
used  as  a  last  resource  in  some 
ca.se.s,  has  not  boon  aMe  to  reduce 
weight. 

The  thought  then  Is  that,  not- 
withstanding the  above  facts, 
ninety  out  of  each  hundred  over- 
weight Individuals  have  brouKht  on 
this  condition  by  their  own  habits 
of  overeat  InK  and  underexcrclsing. 
This  must  never  be  forgotten. 

However,  it  teaches  also  that  seek- 
ing the  rsason  for  persistent  over- 
weight, notwithstanding  a  reason- 
able amount  of  food  reduction  and 
the  taking  of  exerdse,  the  "gland" 
type  of  overweight  auHl  be  r«MBi- 

bered.

The  principal  promoter  of  the  Beauharnols 
project  has  been  Mr.  R.  O.  Wmmuj,  who  la  now 
preaMent  of  tho  Beauharnoia  Power  Corporation, 
Llinlted.  His  evidence  before  a  select  committee 
ft  ParUament,  partleiilavlir  In  rtlatlon  to  eam- 
palgn  funds,  disclosed  a  condition  of  afTairs  and 
InToIved  names  of  certain  men  connected  with 
tha  public  life  of  the  Dominion  that  has  left 
an  Improaalon  of  political  venality  that  is  almost 
unbelievable.  It  waa  disclosed  that  a  sum  aggre- 
-gattef  imOOO  waa  paid  ooi  lor  wUttBll  pur- 
poses. Of  this  $300,000  was  drawn  from  the 
eoo^NUqr'*  funds.  The  balance  was  raised  by 
Iff.  Sweeaey,  and  part  eaiaa  from  the  large  profit 
made  on  tho  sale  of  the  syndicate  assets  to  the 
Beauharnols  Power  Corporation;  in  other  words, 
HuUreetly  out  of  the  moneya  borrowed  on  th» 
sale  of  the  company's  bonds.  HUB  If  tlM  langVICe 
of  the  select  committee's  report. 

Mr.  Sweezey  admitted  that  he  contributed  to 
the  Liberal  Party  "somewliere  around  $600,000  to 
$700,000."  He  paid  the^ moneys  to  Senators 
Haydon  and  Raymond.  "Ae  moneys  paid  to  the 
Utter,  it  was  admitted,  were  to  take  care  of  the 
Liberal  ^arty  in  Quebec.  The  amount  lor  this 
purpose,  in  other  words  to  keep  the  Liberal  Party 
la  Quebec  friendly  to  the  Beauharnol.s  project, 
was  in  the  neighborhood  of  $200,000.  The  balance 
of  the  $600,000  to  $700,000  paid  out  appear!  to 
have  gone  to  the  Federal  Liberal  Party.  Under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Sweezey  there  was  also  a 
sum  of  $120,000  paid  to  Mr.  'John  Alrd,  Jr.  The 
latter,  when  asked  if  this  money  was  for  any 
political  party,  replied,  "no,"  but  tha^.tt  was  on 
his  own  behalf.  The  committee  agreed  that  there 
was  no  evidence  to  show  that  this  $130,000 
reached  any  political  organization  or  any  person 
authorised  to  receive  campaign  funds. 

 Haydon,  who  Is  mentkmed  as  having 

aioneys  from  Mr.  Sweezey.  has  been  a 
Of  the  Senate  since  March,  1924.  His 
Urm.  Ifesva.  MoOlvarln,  Haydon  and  Ebbs,  was 
retained  for  the  Beauharnols  Power  Syndicate 
In  the  Autumn  of  1928  and  was  to  be  paid 
MMei  dMMMM  en  ifei  approval  e<'^«ppU- 

catinn  of  that  company  to  the  Government  for 
the  right  to  divert  30,000  c.f  .s.  As  well,  there  was 
td  be  retainer  of  $11,000  for  three  years.  The 
committee,  commentinf?  on  this  transaction,  said 
In  Its  report,  "the  acceptance  of  Uie  above-men- 
tioned eontlafent  retainer  and  of  the  $50,000 
involved  and  of  the  campaign  funds  by  Senator 
Haydon  cannot  be  defended  and  is  strongly

flafefuards  have  now  been  applied  to  prevent 
anv  future  muntpulatl"!i  if  the  Beauharnols 
luuds.

The  impression 
left,  however,  on  the  public  mind  Is  one  that 
will  not  easily  be  eradk  itled.  and  c-speL  laljy  so  as 
lonff  as  the  men  Implicated  In  the  transactions 
noted  remain  In  public  life  So  long  as  they  do 
the  repulatioa  ot  the  Liberal  Party  In  the  coun- 
try Is  severely  tarnished.  The  marvtf  Is  that  the 
leaders  of  that  p:\r*y  and  the  press  which  sup- 
ports it.  have  not  called  lur  a  political  hOUSe 
"'^ffftfT*!  'Jny  postponement  of  such  a  process 
makes  it  fairly  obvious  that  the  greed  for  cam- 
paign funds  supersedes  the  desire  to  observe 
the  QKdloanr  docMO^  of  what  should  be  the 
poUtleal  ethics  in  any  land  well  governed. 


Senator  Raymond  was  made  a  Senator  In 
December,  1926.  He  held  shares  valued  at 
$30,000  In  the  BeauharnoU  Syndicate  frtiKh  he 
•rfhmlbed  to  in  April,  1927.  These  shares  be- 
came l.tOO  units  in  the  second  syndicate,  and 
he  had  the  right  to  subscribe  for  a  further  1,600 
units,  which  he  did.  The  report  says  that  on 
the  whole  transaction,  "he  realized  as  of  the 
17th  December.  1929,  $529,000  profit  and  14,040 
shares  of  class  A  stock  of  the  Beauharnoi.s  Power 
Corporation.  As  noted.  Senator  Raymond,  as 
wall,  reeelYed  from  Mr.  Sweezey  $200,000  of 
campaign  funds  for  the  Liberal  Party  Tlie  mm- 
mlttee's  report  says:  "In  view  of  Mr.  Sweezey  s 
attitude  throughout  and  his  tiews  as  to  the 
aaeesslty  for  political  influence,  it  is  hardly  con- 
ceivable that  Mr.  Sweezey  would  pay  this  large 
sum  of  money  over  to  Senator  Raymond  unless 
he  at  least  was  satisfied  that  the  Senator's  in- 
fluence had  been  or  would  be  worth  the  money, 
and  it  Is  remarkable  that  Senator  Raymond  did 
not  Insist  on  making  some  explanation  of  his 
poaltlon  In  this  regard.  In  view  of  the  evidence." 

Senator  W.  L.  McDougald  was  appointed  to 
the  Senate  in  June,  1926.  He  occupied  the  posi- 
tion of  chairman  of  the  Montreal  Harbor  Board. 
H  was  in  May,  1928,  that  Senator  McDougald 
took  over  800  unit-.  T  flc  first  Bcauhnrnnl.s  Syn- 
dldatOk  These  800  units  swelled  to  1,600  on  the 
formatldn  of  the  second  syndicate,  and.  lllce 
Senator  Raymond,  he  ( xercised  his  right  to  ac- 
qolre  a  further  l.eoo  units.  In  October,  1928, 
the  shares  acquired  by  Senator  McDougald  were 
transferred  to  Mr.  John  P.  Ebbs,  a  member  of 
the  Haydon  firm.  The  eeleot  committee  was 
unable  to  detennlna  the  reason  for  this  transfer. 
||lBator  McDoOfald^  political  activities  In  con- 
figUm  with  thl'aHMtenols  Syndicate  were 
Pi^fnibjeet  of  arldeaea,  iM  It  was  educed  in 
tonnertlnn  with  both  Senators  involved  that 
^ey  boutht  their  units  In  the  first  syndicate 
%r  many  fewer  dollars  per  share  than  any  other 
oi  the  members,  except  possibly  Mr.  Sweezey, 
Who  got  some  of  his  for  a  consideration  other 
than  cash.

The 
prophets  of  Ul  omen  multiply  In  a  time  like  this, 
and  the  anomaly  of  it  aU  is  that  these  very 
prophets  were  the  optimists  of  former 
What  is  wanted  In  these  and  all  times  Is 
solidarity.  It  would  be  infinitely  better  for  the 
world  today  If  everyone  would  mind  his  own 
business  and  cease  talking  and  advocating  quack 
remedies  for  matters  which  are  not  fully  under- 
stood because  of  the  bounds  set  to  mental  intel- 
ligence. Ih  this  talkative  age  one  of  the  reasons 
for  depression  Is  too  m«6h  taUdng,  and  too  fittle 
attention  to  doing. 

IflUlena  upon  mUllona  of  words  have  been 
written  on  the  present  economic  depression.  If 
a  cascade  of  opinions  could  cause  a  rising  tide 
of  prosperity  we  would  be  fiooded  In  It  by  this 
time.  Most  of  the  opinions  expressed  represent 
a  waste  of  time  and  misdirected  energy,  and  in 
that  waste  Is  represented  a  reason  why  deprea 
slon  continues.  The  most  distressing  evidence  of 
all  in  the  flood  of  talk  Is  the  lack  of  mental 
backbone  shown  by  those  who  express  opinions 
Those  who  ate  disgruntled  are  those  who  do  not 
know  the  meaning  of  a  stiff  upper  lip.  To  say 

have  been,  tried  and  found  wanting  Is  to  talk 
the  most  arrant  nonsense.  Under  those  dispen- 
sations the  greatest  war  in  hlstwy  was  fought, 
and  the  world  Is  better,  far  better,  today  than  it 
wa4  in  1914.  There  Is  infinitely  less  poverty 
abroad  than  there  was  after  the  Napoleonic 
Wars.  With  the  Improvement  which  Is  being 
effected  all  the  time  in  conditions  the  marvel 
is  that  anyone  pays  any  attention  to  the  Jere- 
miahs of  the  age. 

The  Individuals  who  have  tonic  qualities  to- 
day are  those  who  have  learnt  to  make  the  best 
of  every  bad  Job.  their  training  In  this  respect 
gives  them  the  power  to  make  others  realize,  as 
Chambers'  Joomal  says,  "literally,  and  not  only 
abatraetUr.  ttet  every  eloiid  haa  a  lUnr  lining."

We  frankly  admit  that  to  give 
satisfactory  answers  to  such  ques- 
tions is  far  beyond  the  range  e(  our 
capacity.  The  questions  are  .sub- 
mitted as  a  result  Of  something  pub- 
lished about  the  preferred  position 
of  Japan  compared  with  the  position 
of  other  nations.  If  the  Orientals 
are  peeuUar,  they  have  bad  a  large 
experience  In  business  and  e6o- 
nomlcs.

They 
mn  the  gardnsB,  hedges  and  boule- 
vards, and  the  type  of  Old  Oountry 
seaside  resort  would  appeal  to  them 
far  more  than  conces.slons  contain- 
ing hot  doe  .stands,  calliope,  shoot- 
ing t'.illTir,  rir.,  etc  These  things 
they  see  in  abundance  at  the  sea- 
shore owing  to  the  commercial  spirit 
of  the  lessees,  but  although  quite 
In  order  at  the  right  i^aoe.  conces- 
sions should  not  be  allowed  to  jBs- 
flgure  a  water  front  or  promenade, 
or  block  the  sea  view,  such,  for  ex- 
amptle  as  at  Venice,  near  Los  An- 
geles, and  other  sea.sldes.

TRANSrAN,\I)A  HIGHWAY 
Sir. — May  I  be  permitted  to  make 
a  suggestion  with  regard  to  the 
route  of  the  Transcanada  HlghwSy' 
It  Is  not  always  easy  for  dwellers  in 
the  valleys  of  the  Interior  to  get  a 
btrd's-eys  view  of  the  immense 
areas  between  Vernon  and  the  wm- 
dermere  oeuatry.  It  Is,  moreover, 
not  alwears  wise  to  determine  a  road 
by  looking  at  a  blue-print,  as  some- 
times what  appears  a  short  con- 
necttne  link  may  mean  millions  of 
doiiais-ia  nsgottaUag  ravine  and 

rock  work. 

Now  that  aerial  .surveys  can  be 
made  It  might  be  found  that  an 
excellent  highway,  with  low  alti- 
tudes and  minimum  rock  work, 
eeuld  be  made  connecting  Vernon 
via  Sugar  Lake  with  Wakuv,  Kaalo 
and  Invermere  on  tbe  Bann-Wln- 
dermere  Bpad. 

It  Is  true  that  both  the  Arrow 
Lake  and  the  Kootenay  Lake  would 
have  to  be  ferried,  but  as  a  com- 
pensation for  this  the  trail  which 
connects  the  east  side  of  Kootennv 
Lake  with  Invermere  is.

It  wm  the  most 
terrific  eruption  since  Katmai  erupted  in  1912.  Unlike 
Katmai,  though,  whotc  efuptions  were  not  popularly 
kaown  for  Mvwral  y«ftr«  alter  die  eruption,  and  then  only  be- 
Caoae  the  highly  financed  expeditions  of  the  National  Geo- 
frapUe  Society  were  able  to  bring  the  notice  ol  the  pubUc  to 
what  would  otherwiae  have  been  only  another  Alatkan  volcano 
erupting,  Aniakchak  was  explored  this  year  while  still  erupt- 
ing and  accounts  are  now  appearing  while  the  region  is  still 
hot!  Generous  courtesies  of  the  Pacific  International  Airways 
allowed  valuable  air  surveys  to  be  made,  while  my  rugged  stu- 
dent party  took  their  beatings  like  men  in  traversing  the  diffi- 
cult region  on  foot  and  under  pack  for  over  350  miles 


with  lU  huge  bMe  100 
miles  in  elmnnferenoe,  mnreeds  all 
orer  the  central  section  of  the 

Alaska  Peninsula.  The  nearest  na- 
tive village  Is  Meshlk  at  Port  Hel- 
den.  on  the  Bering  Sea,  and  from 
Itx  cluster  of  deserted  barabaras  and 
shacks  the  volcano  risea  to  an  un- 
otoatructed  view.  May  1  of  thla  year 
dawned  cMMr.aad  bright  oo  the 
Alaska  PenlBMUa.  WttiHr  had  de- 
parted from  the  shoreline  ;  :id  the 
snows  had  begun  to  retreat  up  the 
lower  slopes  of  the  mountalm,  but 
Winter  still  maintained  Its  tejr  grip 
on  the  Interior. 

The  trapping  season  was  Oivar  and 
tbe  handful  of  hardjr  men  whose^ 
»  MfUheod  ttom  the  fun  of  thft 
section  had  either  departed  to  seU 
their  catches  or  were  preparing  the 
fUhIng  boats  for  the  Summer  run  In 
Bering  Sea.  Among  the  latter  was 
Frank  Wilson,  one  of  the  few  In- 
habitants of  Meshlk.  He  was  scrap- 
ing and  caulking  his  boat  when  an 
exclamation  of  surprise  called  his 
attention  to  his  little  daughter 
IMMU  plajrtat  ta  the  sand  ntMrby. 


8he  was  pointing  excitedly  at  the 
peak  of  snow  on  Aniakchak,  fifteen 
miles  away,  whence  a  dense  column 
of  white  smqke  was  shooting  miles 

high  into  the  blue  Ahudcan  sky. 
Wilson  noted  the  time.  It  was  10 
o'clock  a  m.  There  were  no  prelim- 
inary .symptoms  usual  with  volcanic 
eruptions.  No  earthquakes  shook 
the  ground  nor  were  any  rumbles 
heard  hram  the  nearby  mountain. 
ttr  two  hoiirs  the  wMte  smoke  rose 
In  billowing  clouds.  It  was  probably 
steam  generating  from  some  fissure 
In  the  volcano  that  allowed  water  to 
reach  the  buried,  hr-ated  rocks. 

Then  at  12  o'clock  came  a  terrific 
explosion,  and  a  dense  black  cloud 
rushed  over  twenty  thousand  feet 
Into  the  air,  spreading  out  funnel- 
shaped  and  then  starting  to  descend 
rapidly.  Wilson  and  hjs  family 
rushed  to  their  caWn  as  dW  the  few 
fear-stricken  Aleuts  of  Meshlk.  The

Tm'NDER  ADDS  TO  DIN 
Thunder  added  lUs  dui  lo  the  h1 
mo.st  constant  explosions  ol  t!u 
erupting  volcano,  and  the  sides  ul 
the  mountain  reverberated  to  the 
of  failing  rooka.  A  closer 
mn  areosed  the  aheatfjr  ter- 
rified people  ol  MesBhlk  wl..n  peb- 
bles first  the  sice  of  peas  and  then 
as  large  as  eggs  beat  a  tattoo  on 
their  hoiLses.  The  eruption  lasted 
uninterruptedly  until  May  11,  when 
a  final  terrific  explosion  shook  the 
surrounding  country  and  sent  rucks 
and  ashes  into  the  air  that  made  it 
pitch  dark  for  several  hours  at 
noontime  at  dlstaneea  ilsty  aa^es 
away  from  the  crater. 

WlLson  left  Me.^chlk  after  the  last 
explosion  on  May  11,  and  on  the 
way  to  Bristol  Bay,  where  he  met 
the  author  and  narrated  the  story 
of  the  eruption,  bad  the  paint 
scraped  off  his  boat  and  his  engine 
ruined  pushing  his  way  through 
more  than  five  miles  of  floating 
pumice  the  suv  of  water  buckets. 
On  May  20  rumbling  from  the  vol- 
cano and  local  earthquakes  followed 
by  an  ascending  smoke  Indicated  the 
last  major  exploelon  of  Aniakchak 
ASHES  FALL  ON  8HIP8 

Ashes  fell  on  vessels  plying  both 
in  the  Gulf  of  Alaska  and  In  the 
Bering  Sea,  and  one  of  the  Oovem- 
ment  ships  heeding  towards  the 
Peninsula  had  an  interesting  ac- 
count to  narrate. 

While  still  a  great  distance  from 
land  and  while  trying  to  pick  up  a 
light  for  observation  a  couplouous 
fUckering  light  drew  the  Uutni- 
ments.  but  Its  posltkn  was  far  from 
any  light  marked  on  the  charts. 
After  several  calculatloaa  by  dlffer- 
enl  officers  the  concensus  of  opin- 
ion finally  identified  the  glow  not 
as  a  marine  light  but  as  oomlng 
from  the  geographloal  poaltlM  of 

Aniakchak. 

The  •ashes  of  Aniakchak,  blown 
high  Into  the  air  and  carrlsd  1^  the 
wind,  settled  In  oenqiienous  depths 
far  from  the  place  of  their  origin. 
At  Chignlk,  sixty  miles  south,  they 
fell  a  pooBd  pm  boor  to  tbe  aqoare 
foot. 

IM  lOLM  AWAir 
A   sl|nllar   distance   north  at 
Ugasblk  they  fell  even  heavier,  and 

on  Kodlak  Island,  Katmai  Natlcmal 
Monument,  Nushagak  and  points 
over  150  miles  distant  depths  of  ash 
to  a  quarter  of  an  inch  covered  ev- 
erything. Kven  in  the  Interior  of 
Alaska  ashes  fell  along  the  Kuskok- 
wlm,  MO  adlaa  away,  and  probaUy 
Invsstlgatlop  would  dww  effects  of 
the  ash  fall  at  even  greater  dis- 
tance. 

Tlie  fineness  and  solubility  of  the 
a-sh  of  Anlakchak's  eruption  were 
quite  out  of  the  ordinary.  Deposits 
were  either  washed  entirely  away  or 
disscdved  In  tbe  rains  that  followed 
the  first  emptten.  Ifoeh  aulphurlc 
acid  «aa  present,  tamltfilng  natal 
even  off  In  the  Kuskokwtan. 
ANIMALS  LOSE  LIVES 

As  la  usual  In  the  volcanl:  cata- 
clysms of  the  Alaska  Peninsula 

\'olcano8,  great  loss  In  animal  life 

resulted  from  the  explosion  of 
Aniakchak.  The  most  distant  suf- 
ferers were  the  remdeor  in  the  in- 
terior hack  of  Nasha^ak.  It  was 
fawning  time,  and  when  volcanic 
ash  covered  the  feed  the  reindeer 
started  to  migrate,  leaving  the  bslp- 
less  young  to  perish.  Relndaer  and 
caribou  ground  their  teeth  down  to 
the  gimis  from  the  grit  In  the 
Rras.s.  and  died.  Dead  swans  and 
Rccse  floated  down  the  rivers  from 
lakes  of  the  Alaska  Penin-sula,  and 
cutting  them  open  revealed  the 
cause  of  their  destruction,  entrails 
full  of  volcanic  ash.  Hibernating 
bears,  squirrels  and  small  gameilv- 
ing  Inside  the  crater  probably  were 
consumed  In  the  first  great  ex- 
plosion. 

So  much  heat  suddenly  liberated 
as  well  as  millions  of  fon.s  of  tiny 
ashes  filling  the  air  caused  an  in- 
teresting phenomenon  shortly  after 
the  eruption.  Clouds  condensed 
rapidly  all  over  the  reglOB  and  rain 
drops  forming  about  the  tiny  alh 
bits  started  falling. 

LITERALLY  BAi:  JSD  MUD 

Turning  the  ashea  to  mud  it  liter- 
ally rabMd  mtid  fcr  hours,  making 
tho  snowflelds  and  glaciers  black  as 
ink  and  causing  the  surrounding 
coimtry  to  look  as  though  covered 
with  a  huge  funeral  pall.  The  ash 
mud  was  .sticky,  too,  and  Insisted  on 
getting  Into  every  crack  and  comer 
and  penetrathv  the  cMaat  woven 
cloth. 

Ohlshobn,  Douglas  and  Regan, 

my  student  party  of  this  year,  ar- 
rived at  Chignlk  shortly  after  the 
middle  of  May.  when  everything 
was  still  in  a  turmoil  from  the  ef- 
fects of  the  eruption.  No  dcfinitp 
news  of  the  actual  eruption  had 
reached  the  outside  world  other 
than  another  Alaska  viAcano  had 
exploded  in  a  major  eruption. 
Aniakchak  wa.i  suspected  andChls- 
holm  sent  me  a  radio  message  to 
H(  y  Cross  where  I  was  chafing  im- 
der  the  forced  inaction  of  waiting 
for  the  mighty  Yukon  to  break  up 
and  let  the  lee  out  so  airplanes 
could  land.  - 

rUES  DOWN  KUSKOKW1M 
Finally,  on  June  2.  Chief  Pilot 
Harry  Blunt,  of  the  Pacinc  Interna- 
tional Airways  of  Alaska,  with  co- 
pilot Al  Monsen.  flew  a  FalrchUd 
plane  to  Holy  Croas  and  started  me 
off  on  the  pioneer  flight  down  the 
lower  Kuskokwlm  and  aloog  Bering 
Sea.  After  many  adventures  we 
landed  at  Chignlk  A  partial  and 
rather  dangerous  reconnaissance  of 
Aniakchak  from  the  air  revealed 
little  but  smoke  and  gaa  filling  an 
Immense  black  maw  of  the  still 
erupting  volcano.  For  greater  safety 
we  put  off  further  aolal  obeanra- 
tions  vntll  later  on  In  the  Aunmer, 
detennlnlnff  to  investigate  the  vol- 
cano first  on  foot.  By  plane  and 
boat  otir  party  and  eoulpment  were 
transported  from  Crtgnik  to  Kuju- 
11k  Bay.  the  nearest  approach  on 
foot  to  the  vn'rano  Rliint  fhrn  r>w 
r>«rt,  of  th^  equlpmrnt  to  Mr-hik 
I,nke.  on  the  flanks  of  th^  volcano, 
and  left  for  bis  headquarters  at  An- 
chorifi,  to  letiaa  In  a  ftnr  weata' 
time. 

With  sleeping  bags,  cameras  and 
food  for  a  few  days  the.  three  stu- 
denta  and  I  jfarted  MB

mountain.s,  across  the  Aniakchak 
River  Valley  and  gain  tlM  rim  of 
the  volcano.    The  air  was  dry  and 

a  slight  breeae  blowing. 

WISHED  lOK  CHANGE 
We  soon  wished  that  It  would 
change  to  rain.  E^ery  time  our  foot 
descended  on  the  mossy  tundra, 
clouds  of  volcanic  ash  rose  up,  fill- 
ing oiur  eyes  and  ears  and  throat 
and  makhig  oar  habr  like  whe 
brushes.  Dust  whirlwinds  set  in  mo- 
tion by  eross-currents  from  the  nu- 
merotofl  mountain  canyons  sent 
myriads  of  miniature  tornadoes  Into 
the  air.  making  the  seltitiR  appear 
more  like  a  scene  in  the  great  Amer- 
ican desert  than  an  Alaskan  land- 
scape. Bleak,  rocky,  open  spaces 
were  crossed,  deep  gullies  laboriously 
ollmbed,  dense  alders  struggled 
through  and  mountain  streams 
forded  for  many  hours.  Z  wai  leai 
proud  of  my  pvty. 

The  pace  was  steady  and  the  going 
tough,  and  though  the  two  younger 
boys  fell  asleep  from  sheer  exhaus- 
tion nearly  every  time  we  stopped 
for  a  few  minutes"  rest,  they  strug- 
gled on  manfully  until  ten  o'clock 
at  night,  or  rather,  at  Alaska  day- 
light, when  we  made  eaaq>  at  the 
foot  of  Aniakchak.  We  oorared 
cloaa  to  thirty  miles  that  day. 

START  TO  CLIMB  VOLCANO 

Next  morning  we  started  the  climb 
to  the  volcano  rim.  Winding 
through  canyons,  crossing  slopes  of 
volcanic  ash  that  rose  in  choking 
clouds,  we  struggled  along  the  loose 
ground  until  a  long  ridge  was  all 
that  separated  us  from  ths  highest 
point  of  the  rtan  near  the  rocky 
prominence  named  Black  Nose. 
Last  year  I  could  not  see  the  ap- 
proprlatenes  of  the  name,  as  Black 
Nose,  though  Its  sheer  cliffs  were  of 
black  basalt  and  obsidian,  yet  lt..s 
notable  head,  glacier  covered,  glinted 
in  the  sun,  and  at  eventide  took  on 
all  the  roseate  hues  of  Alpine  color- 
ing. But  now  the  closer  we  ap- 
proached the  blacker  It  became. 
Black  were  Its  snowflelds  and  black 
its  gladered  head,  and  even  the 
clouds  that  hovered  about  it  looked 
blaek  in  that  desolate  setting 

Climbing  to  the  crater  rim  we 
were  going  through  a  valley  of  death 
In  which  not  a  blade  of  grass  or 
flower  or  a  bunch  of  moss  broke 
through  the  thick  covering  of  de- 
pf).sitcd  a-sh.  Black  cinders  clinked 
under  our  feet  and  slid  away.  It 
was  like  walking  on  wheat  In  a 
huge  bin.  «nd  equally  difficult. 

Jutting  rocks  along  the  ridge  ne- 
oesltated  more  dlmbhig,  but  this 
was  far  more  preferable  than  the 
sliding  cinders  and  choking  ash.  A 
few  hours  of  hard  work  and  but  a 
few  fort  .>~rp,iral.rfl  us  from  tl;p  cov- 
eted goal,  the  rim  of  Aniakchak  and 
the  first  glance  into  the  great  abyss. 
WAITED  FOR  REGAN 

We  waited  for  Regan  t«  catch  up 
as  troublesome  shoes  had  cau.sed 
him  to  come  tip  .slowly.  Different 
emofiom  .surged*  through  us.  all  of 
exjioctation.  but  different  in  kind. 
Dougla.s  aiKl  liegan  were  to  see  the 
Immense  crater  for  the  first  time 
and  were  tense  for  the  spectacle 
Chlsholm  and  I  were  to  ase  Paradise 
iMst  after  having  Ityed  hi  Paradise 
Pound  tbe  previous  year.  Kneel- 
taff  as  k  ovr  custom  on  such  occa- 
sions, we  said  our  Hail  Mar>  aloud, 
then  crossed  ourselves  and  crawled 
cautiously  to  the  edge 

Silence.  Nobody  wanted  to  speak. 
There  was  the  new  Aniakchak.  but 
It,  was  the  abomination  of  desola- 
tif>n:  it  wa."  the  prelude  of  hell 
Black  walLs.  black  floor,  black 
water,  deep  black  holes  and  Uaek 
vents,  it  fairly  agonised  tbe  eye 
to  look  at  It.  No  lon^  did  the 
beautifully  colored  lavas  and  shiny 
volcanic  glass  strike  the  vision. 

No  streams  coursed  through  the 
Hower-strewn  meadows,  nor  gra.ssy 
slopes  lead  up  to  former  volcanic 
venti;  no  glistening  glaciers  nor 
.snownelds  broke  the  mongtony  of 
the  huge  crater  walls. 
NO  OOmrOBTBD  LAVA  FLOWS 

No  contorted  lava  flows  pleased 
with  the  slnuou.s  windings  of  their 
cooling  ma.ss.  The  Aveniian  cob- 
web In  the  dl.M.Tnt  half  cone  was 
leveled  with  volranlr  ejecta.  Vent 

Moiintnin  rising  In  the  Centre  of 
the  itr.;,,  rrater,  had  an  onUnous 


prelude  of  h)  ii  m  Aniakchak.  A 
good  strong  whlfl  of  hydrogen  sul- 
phide brought  us  to  our  senses,  and 
chdtlng  we  dodged  aw^  from  tbe 
rim  of  the  erater  to  whave  a  ravine 
wind  outside  the  volcano  cleared  the 
air.  None  of  iu  said  anything. 
There  was  nothliiK  to  say.  It  was 
all  see,  and  each  one  felt  himself 
as  In  the  grasp  of  a  chilly  night- 
mare that  he  could  not  shake  off. 
Nor  were  we  the  only  ones  that 
sought  the  rim  of  Aniakchak  that 
day.  • 

We  all  seemed  to  see  him  at  the 
.same  time,  for  he  popped  out  sud- 
denly onto  the  black  snowfleld  from 
behind  a  rock  on  the  rim.  "Look  at 
the  bear!"  eaSM  ^hK^OOUam  ex- 
clamation. 


crack  In  lu  side  and  Its  top  oov^ 
ered  with  clouds  and  gaa.  Beauti- 
ful Sunnlae  Lake.  aastUng  under 
the  aorthsni  rhn.  was  choked  and 
muddy  and  Maek  were  lu  ajiore.-» 
and  filled  its  oovee.  And  the  cause 
of  it  all?  Far  off,  under  the  ny.pr.- 
site  rim  to  us,  more  than  six  and 
a  half  miles  away,  a  new  sight 
greeted  our  eyes  There  was  a  huge 
black  crat.er  built  out  frxwn  the 
wall,  and  from  lU;  black  maw,  yel- 
low wand  brown  ga.se.H  were  pouring 
and  clouds  of  escaping  ateaaa.

Visihtiitv  was  BOM  too  good  as  it 
had  not  rained  for  a  few  days  and 
dust  whirlwinds  danced  along  the 
orater  floor  bkc  sease  mad  ghosts 
Mr  OavUg  BaU  la 
ndcaapillfeli 


And  bear  U  was;  a  big  brOWn  bear 
less  than  fifty  feet  away.  He  seemed 
as  surprised  as  we  and  halted  in  in- 
decision. We  didn't  move  either, 
but  eaoh  one  mentelly  pidud  out  a 
convenient  apoi  on  the  rtan.  pre- 
ferring to  Jump  over  and  avalanche 
down  a  few  thousand  feet  rather 
than  mix  It  with  Alaska's  most  for- 
midable camlverous  monster.  We 
had  foolishly  left  our  rifles  In  camp, 
not  expecting  such  an  encounter. 
The  big  bull  bear  sniffed  at  us  and 
stood  up,  still  maintaining  his  posi- 
tion. I  thought  It  waa  time  to  start 
something,  so  I  took  my  ice  pick  and 
started  clinking  a  rock  on  It  The 
hoiae  irritated  the  bear .  and  he 
turned  and  ran.  Up  the  snowflelds 
and  rocks  he  went,  his  rasping 
breath  and  growls  showlDg  the 
eagerness  of  his  retreat. 

"What  In  the  world  la  a  bear  doing 
up  here?"  said  Regan,  with  the  first 
calm  breath  he  could  operate. 

"It  is  a  surprl.se  to  me."  I  answered, 
"but  I  suppose  bears,  like  men,  are 
curious,  too.  and  want  lo  BSO  What 
Aniakchak  Is  doing."

The  floor  of  the  great  crater  had 
been  a  sanctuary  for  manv  genera- 
tions of  bears,  and  with  its  abund- 
ant food,  its  salmon  and  its  mineral 
springs  was  evidently  much  to  their 
liking.  The  eruption  and  conse- 
quent eviction  from  their  homes  had 
no  doubt  been  quite  a  puade  to  the 
crater  bears,  and  bent  on  investi- 
gation they  had  sought  the  rim 
along  the  same  route  we  had  used.  ' 

Orently  relieved  by  the  bear's  de- 
parture, we  returned  again  to  the 
crater  edge  and  endeavored  to  take 
a  few  pictures  In  spite  of  the  poor 
vlsibUI^.  Seeking  a  point  of  rook 
above  a  precipitous  snow-filled  6tkw 
leading  from  the  inside  of  the  crater. 
Dougla.s  and  I  were  climbing  ahead 
when  a  peoiHar  sound  coming  from 
the  draw  arrested  our  attention.  It 
was  a  sort  of  whimper  and  howl 
combined  If  wa,s  followed  by 
heavy  ra.sping  breathing.  Douglas 
peered  ova*  the  edga  ga  Z  erawlad 
beside  him. 

ONE  GLANCE  WAS  BNOVGH 

One  glance  was  enough  A  tiny 
cub  brown  bear  was  parked  on  a 
ledge  of  rock  not  twenty  feet  below 
us  and  his  lovely  terf-foot-long 
mother  was  climbing  up  to  her  dar 
ling.  She  saw  us  at  the  same  time 
that  we  saw  her  and  with  a  flaab 
of  teeth  and  a  growl  made  a  half 
lunge  up  the  cUif  in  oar  dhectlon. 

Changing  her  mind  about  the  di 
rectlon  She  made  for  tjn«  cub  to  see 
If  It  was  all  Tight.  We  did  not  wait 
for  anything  more.  "Run."  I  yelled 
to  the  boys,  and  v,e  streaked  acrowi 
the  ash-covered  glacier  expectin? 
every  minute  to  see  in  a  hurried 
backward  glance  the  head  and 
sboolders  of  an  Irate  mother  hear 
coming  m)  over  the  cliff.  She 
stayed  with  her  cub,  however. 

Three  beara  on  the  same  section 
of  Anlakehak^  rfm  as  we  chose  for 
observation  were  just  three  too 
many,  so  regretfully  leaving  our 
scientific  observations  and  photog- 
raphy for  another  day.  we  hastened 
toward  our  camp  at  the  fo<it  of  the 
volcano  Satisfied  with  our  recon- 
nal.s.san(P.  we  trekked  the  long 
miles  back  to  Kujullk  Bay  to  col- 
lect our  heavier  equtiiment  and  re- 
turn for  a  thorough  exploration  of 
the  inside  of  Aniakchak. 

Adventures  in  the  air  and  in  the 
Interior  of  the  erupting  volcano 
marked  the  asxt  few  weeks.  Loaded 
with  speelraena  eC  mineral  forms, 
gases  and  mineral  waters  and  with 
15.000  feet  of  motion  pletaraa  and 
hundreds  of  still  photograghs,  we 
at  length  brought  our  Summer  to  a 
riose.  Next  Spring  will  see  a  con- 
tinuation of  our  study  of  the  world's 
largest  crater. 

I  feel  partlcularlv  attached  to  the 
Aniakchak  volcano  It  Is  the  larg- 
est in  tbe  world,  and  I  like  big 
things.  Also  It  marks  one  of  my 
most  successful  attempts  at  sden- 
ttfle  prediction.  In  an  Associated 
Press  dispatch  of  January  M,  after 
I  had  spoken  to  the  CXiamber  of 
Commerce  at 
Ing  the  reoent 
had  cleerly  stated  thai  the 
of  tbe  Alaska  Peninsula.  Aniakehak 
or  Chiglnagak,  wo«ild  have  a  major 
eniptlon  this  Summer  a.^  great  as 
Katmal'a.  the  rest  of  the  world  was 
duly  informed  that  I  was  not  afraid 
to  call  my  Aell 
rest! 


AFPKNDlCrnB  MAT  BB 
AVOmCD 

About  fifty  years  ago  when  ap- 
pendicitis wa.s  first  "discovered." 
about  the  only  patients  operated  on 
were  those  li\  whom  there  were 
definite  signs  of  peritonitis — inflam- 
matioo  of  the  peritoneum,  or  lin- 
ing of  tba  abdomen.  It  la  thla  in- 
flammation of  the  lining  of  Che  ab- 
domen.  and  tbe  eovering  of  ab- 
doninai  orgaiisr  tliat  lauses  uie 
severe  lllrMss  and  4**^  ^  eaaes 
of  appendicitis. 

And  this  inflammation  of  the 
peritoneum  only  comes  after  the 
aniendlx  itself  haa  been  hifhiaaed 
for  many  hours. 

The  whole  point  then  is  that  if 
the  doct/ir  is  sure  that  the  ca.se  is 
appendicitis,  and  he  gets  the  pa- 
tient into  hospital  and  operated  on, 
within  twenty-four  to  thlrty-slx 
hours,  before  the  prriionllis  starts, 
practically  every  case  of  appendi- 
citis should  recover. 

What  do  the  records  show  when 
there  has/been  delay  In  operating? 

Or.  John  O.  Bower,  Philadelphia, 
\n  reviewing  over  5,000  cases  of 
acute  appendicitis  where  operation 
has  been  performed,  shows  that  one 
patient  In  thirty-nine  dies.  If  op- 
eration Is  done  within  twenty-four 
hours;  If  within  forty-eight  hours, 
one  in  seventeen;  within  forty- 
eight  hours,  one  patient  in  tliirtcen; 
over  seventy-two  hours,  one  in  nine 

The  average  length  of  time  be- 
tween the  time  tbe  symptoms  first 
started  and  the  oparatlan.  in  those 
who  Mead,  waa  rtirty  hour*,  of  thoot 
who  died,  about  onO  hundred  hours. 

A  patient  in  good  physical  con- 
dition in  ninety-nine  cases  out  of 
a  hundred,  Is  safe  if  operated  on 
within  the  flr.st  twelve  hours. 

Without  exception  patients  de- 
veloping severe  peritonitis  before 
twelve  hours  have  been  given  laxa-

"'S.  Enlist  with  our  syndicate 
tw»  or  three  taMhrldnals,  who  In 
addWIsn  to  fravU 
aa  their  fair  *are 
In  g«ttfa«  onr  rights 
enlarged  so  aa  to  ievelep  the  en- 
tire avalUble  flow  ef  the  St  Law- 
rence at  this  point.  As  the  whole 
situation  Is  entirely  within  the 
Prnvincf  of  t^uetier,  our  Infloenee 
h.T»  to  exerted  only  In  Cana- 
dian politiral  eirrles— that  Is.  Ot- 
tawa and  at  Quebec.'

COST  PROHIBITIVE 
The  Argus  says:  "Some  years  ago, 
when  a  BMiabsr  of  parliament  for 

Oordonla,  Mr.  Conradle  Interested 

himself  in  the  possibilities  of  Irri- 
gating Canon  Island,  situated  be- 
tween Uplngton  and  Kelinoes,  but 
the  estimate  of  cost,  $140,000,  made 
by  a  government  engineer,  was  re- 
Rarrird  as  prohibitive,  and  nothing 
was  done.  Fifty  poor  whites,  how- 
ever, held  other  vlew«^  on  the  mat- 
ter. They  had  a  theory  tli;it  by  go- 
ing up  the  river  1,000  yards  or  so. 
irrigation  could  be  effected  at  very 
little  cost  An  'amateur*  authority 
was  called  In  for  oonsultatton  and 
confirmed  their  theory. 

"They  'set  to  work  to  dig  a  fur- 
row, and  were  well  under  way  with 
the  work  when  the  government 
heard  about  it  and  ordered  opera- 
tions to  cease.  At  that  time  the 
rush  of  poor  whito.s  to  the  Llchten- 
burg  diggings  wa.s  regarded  as  bring- 
ing ruin  to  the  (()UIltry^.lde.  and  Mr. 
Conradle  made  good  use  of  this  ar- 
gument to  persuade  the  government 
to  allow  the  amateur  Irrigators  to 
continue  wtth'thatr  scheme. 

FINE  INITIATIVE 
"  'These  men  showed  .surh  initia- 
tive,' said  the  administrator,  thai  I 
had  tremendous  faith  In  them.  They 
found  themselves  In  difficulties. 
Their  plans  did  not  work  out  as 
they  had  hoped,  and  they  realized 
that  if  the  water  was  not  to  run 
away  a  cement  bed  waa  necessary. 
They  told  me  their  twubles.  and  I 
lent  them  $150,  wlthoot  modi  hope 
of  ever  getting  It  back.  But  X  dUI. 
To  this  sum  they  subscribed  what- 
ever small  amount  they  themselves 
could  afford.  The  cement  was 
.secured  and  everytlUaC  HlBt  all 
right  afterwards. 

"  *I  went  to  see  these  people  dur- 
ing my  tour,  and  I  was  astonished 
at  the  progre.ss  made.  Such  in- 
itiative deserves  the  highest  praise. 
A  great  deal  of  the  Island  has  been 
Irrigated,  and  last  year  they  had 
their  first  meatte  erop.  Not  only 
have  aU  these  men  settled  them- 
selves there,  but  the  government 
has  placed  another  fifty  f  amlhss  on 
ths  Island,  and  all  are  making  a 
llvtag.  There  are  120  chUdren,  and 
now  we  have  to  buUd  a  school  for

Ur.  Oediran  further  say.<; : 
"I  am  all  out  for  equality  with 
the  cinemas  as  regards  Sunday 
opening,  but  to  put  forward  aa  a 
plea  that  the  theatre  Is  a  dying 
industry  Is  all  bunkum.  Not  for 
many  years  has  the  theatre  been 
in  such  a  healthy  ccodltlon  aa  at 
present. 

BOGEY  rVLVnUKBD 

"The  talkie  bogey  of  two  years 
ago  has  been  completely  pulverized. 
When  the  producers  of  .silent  films 
took  on  dialogue,  they  became  over- 
nlKht  showmen  instead  of  manu- 
facturers of  tinned  goods  with  a 
series  of  chain  stores  for  dlstrlbut- 
tlon.  The  novelty  of  sound  with 
pictures  has  worn  off,  and  It  Is  now 
up  to  the  show.  The  goodwill  of 
the  cinema  house  has  vanished. 
Jast  like  the  theatre  of  the  flesh 
and  blood  drama,  the  mechanical 
theatre  does  bu.sine.s,s  only  when 
Its  show  appeals  to  the  public;  the 
picture  that  the  public  does  not 
cotton  to  means  empty  seats.  All 
the  West  End  theatres,  with  shows 
which  have  hit  the  public  taste, 
are  dohig  fine  business. 

TASTE  IS  IMPROVING 
"The  public  taste  is  improving. 
Talkies  have  created  a  desire  for 
good  dialogue  and  Interest  in  new 
forms  of  predtietlon.

But  from  beryl  the  metal 
beryllium  Is  obtained,  which  to 
lighter  than  aluminum  and  stronger 
than  steel,  and  looked  upon  as 
the  coming  metal  for  thi  aUBU- 
facture  of  airplanes. 

The  presence  of  beryl  In  Renfrew 
County  haa  been  known  for  many 
years,  but  recently  the  demand  lor 
the  mineral  in  quantity  haa  stimu- 
lated exploration  work.  Extensive 
studise  of  the  district  wsM  made 
by  Mward  C.  OowperthwaHe.  To- 
ronto mining  engineer,  *wtao  to  now 
convtaoed  the  quantity  Jnetlflee  de- 
velopment. 

With  the  backing  of  United  States 
capital,  a  group  r>f  Toronto  men 
formed  the  Madawaska  Syndicate 
and  hare  acquired  about  10,000  acres 
Of  land,  some  fifty  farms  and  lots 
In  Renfrew  County  and  are  now 
carrying  on  active  exploration  work 
at  three  different  points.

In  awarding  the  degree.  Professor 
Baldensperger,  the  eminent  au- 
thority on  comparative  literature, 
said  that  Dr.  Woolley  had  brought 
to  hto  work  not  ordy  a  knowledge  of 
French  and  German  literature,  but 
an  understanding  of  music  which 
made  his  work  very  valuable

valuable.  The  original  ships  have 
long  since  gone  to  their  ocean 
graves,  but  the  models  remain  as  a 
sort  of  tangible  history  in  miniature, 
to  tease  the  Imagination  with  hints 
of  the  Btrength  and  pride  of  ships 
in  tte        before  steam. 

ANCIENT  ART 
The  making  of  ship  models  dates 
back  almost  to  the  dawn  of  hlitory. 
Models  have  been  found  In  ancient 
Egyptian  tombs  which  were  con- 
structed about  10,000  years  ago. 
The  excavations  of  Ur  of  the  Chal- 
deea  brought  to  light  the  silver 
model  of  a  boat  made  bafeweai  MOO 
and  4000  B.O. 

Durtng  the  Middle  Ageg  ililp 
modeto  were  made  as  offerings  for 
safe  return  from  perito  of  the  eea 
or  In  commemoration  of  some  glori- 
ous victory.  These  were  frequently 
of  silver  and  were  hung  In  churches. 
Beginning  with  the  .seventeenth 
was  the  custom  in 
England  to  have  a 
model  made  of  each  type  of  ship. 
These  were  used  to  instruct  stu- 
dents In  naval  academies  and  on 
trebling  ah^  Most  of  the  French 
modeto  were  elaborately  constructed, 
but  the  Bigllsh  jkype  of  model  waa 
generally  simple,  often  made  with- 
out ma£ts  and  rigging,  and  with  tbo 
planking  partlallv  omitted  to  ahoer

at  his  home  on  the  reserve.  There  te  grsetad 
us  last  aight,  te  and  his  pkasawt  wife,  made 
us  vary  welcome  and  for  our  beaafU  uaralkd 
hLs  long  memory  of  the  past. 

It  Is  a  wonderful  and  a  precious  thing  the 
saia  te  stags,  for  with  him  It  will  dls,  aad  no 
one  wlU  ever  hear  Its  cadences  ftgain  There- 
fore we  had  with  us  aa  interpreters  Prank 
Verdler,  wte  epeato  Chiaeak  as  wen  as  any- 
one versed  in  that  coast  jargon,  and 
Paul,  who  might  teve  been  chief  but  te  was 
too  young.  Then  there  was  Mrs.  David  to 
help  now  and  then.  Paul  knows  well  the  ^ 
musical  Indian  languagt  of  the  Saanich 
trlbee,  and  it  is  ttet  medhnn  whida  Chief 
David  mostly  employs,  though  he  is  fluent  in 
Chinook  and  knows  a  Utile  EnglLsh  as  well. 

It  waa  late  Sunday  afternoon,  the  sun  setting 
low.  WO  sat  obt  uadsr  tte  trssa  at  tte  top 

of  a  gentle  slope,  wide-spread,  which  over- 
looks Saanich  water,  tte  chief  with  hla  back 
to  tte  west,  tte  elten  grouped  around  hta. 
He  Is  famed  as  a  raconteur,  and  loves  an 
audience.  He  speaks  clearly  and  fluently,  and 
his  voice  is  mnstcal.  He  Uhwtntee  oceotantly 
with  graphic  gestures.  His  ryes  an  very  bright, 
and  he  amiles  a  ipt.  unless  tragedy  enten  into 
his  story;  thoa  Ite  whole  face  undergoes  a 
ehaaga.  his  voioe  rleee  oa  a  poignant  note,  or 
sink.s  to  a  hl.^sing  whisper.  He  ttans  ahead  as 
If  he  saw  the  scenes  being  enacted  tefore  him. 
aad  avea  B  aao  desa  aot  understand  tte  words,

However  tten  Is  one  way.  of  proving  his 
ago  pretty  wolL  Ho  can  nmember  the  f  int 

cattle  which  were  brought  to  Victoria.  He 
thinks  ttet  took  place  before  the  founding  of 
tte  fort  hi  tia.  Be  was  a  very  small  boy  and 
happened  to  be  vl:sttlng  the  Victoria  Indiana, 
the  Songhees.  where  the  village  used  to  te  on 
the  point  opposite  tte  site  of  this  city.  Re 
tells  of  a  schooner  coming  into  the  harbor 
v  lth  a  lot  of  long -homed  cjittle  on  board  The 
Indians  had  never  seen  such  animals  and 
ran  from  far  and  near  to  watch  tte  unload- 
ing. It  was  rather  midrly  done  The  cattle 
litteraUy  had  to  walk  the  plank.  A  heavy 
board  was  run  out  over  the  side  of  the  veessi 
aad  tte  cattle  dtlvta  and  pushed  out  upon 
It  when  they  promptly  fell  Into  the  .sea  Then 
they  swam  to  shon.  David  says  he  does  not 
know  which  war*  tte  most  frightened,  tte 
cattle  or  tte  Xadians  The  animals,  upon 
reaching  shon  made  for  the  woods  as  fast  as 
they  could  go.  And  tte  Indians  ran  for  tteir 
lives  to  shrtter.  8e  laugte  tearttty  upon  re- 
calling thi.s  early  incident. 

This  probably  took  place  at  the  time  of  tte 
buildlBf  of  tte  fort  Any  historical  notes  we 
have  looked  up  do  not  n»pntlon  the  bringing 
of  cattle  to  Victoria  prior  to  tte  arrival  of 
James  DeutiM  ta  tte  Beaver,  though  such  a 
thiai  may  teva  oodurreO.  ' 

Recalls  Cadhoro's  Arrival 

CHIEF  David  says  he  also  nWHWlbf «  the 
Cadboro,  and  he  relates  how  some  of  tte 
Indians  wen  Invited  aboard  and  given  food 
and  offered  whisky  to  drink,. wMMl  BMda  ttem 
"quite  wild  and  foolish.  " 

Aooording  to  David  tte  first  wiilte  man  to 
eoaae  out  aad  live  in  aaaaleh  was  not  WUiiam 
Thompeon  who  established  his  farm  at  Mount 
Newton,  but  an  itlnennt  person  who  went 
ealy  by  tte  aaoM  of  Bob.  Bob  baOi  bhamlf 

a  log  rabln  not  far  from  the  present  home  of 
the  Thompsons,  and  then  te  lived  wten  te 
waa  aol  hnatlaf  or  nriitag.  for  a  awttar  of  a 
few  years.  Then  te  disappeared.  Nobody 
knows  wtet  became  of  htm.  Or  if  anybody 
daea  or  did,  tte  story  has  been  kept  qulat. 
He  vanished,  and  so  far  as  tHe  chief  can  tell, 
ttet  waa  the  end  o(  him.  Any  of  a  eoon  of 
thtags  might  teva  happened  to  hha.  He  may 
have  gone  to  live  In  the  fort,  or  wandered 
away  Xron  tte  Island  all  together.  But  as 
"nte  ftrat  whito  asCtlcr,  Bob"  he  has  gone 
down  in  Saanich  Indian  history,  and  aome 
imaginative  story  t^ler  wouM  te  at  perfect 
liberty  to  weavo  a  roaaaace  about  hhn,  for  tten 
li  no  one  to  eritldae.  and  Owra  la  tte  ikag- 
ment  of  fact  to  buUd  upon. 

We  were  anxious  to  laam  wtet  tte  chief 
eoirid  rsBMmber  af  tte  etonas  Ms  own  fatter 
used  to  teO  him,  aad  we  all  ut  there  very 
Silently  whte  M  lot  hU  memory  go  back. 


Songhees  Indian  and  NIka  mama  belonged  to 
the  Tsautup  Tribe.  We  called  the  village 
Tsautup  because  of  tte  numy  maple  trees. 
Many  stories  my  father  has  told  me  of  how 
every  Stumner.  tte  Indians  from  Cape  Mudge, 
tte  Yucultas.  would  come  down  and  fight  the 
Songhees,  the  Saanich  tribes  and  tte 
Cowlchans.  They  would  come  in  their  huge 
canoes,  many  warriors,  and  steal  upon  the 
villagM  by  night 

"Always  they  came  for  the  same  reason,  to 
kill  the  men  and  to  steal  the  women  and  young 
girls,  so  ttet  they  might  sell  them  for  slaves 
and  become  rich.  For  blanket.s  they  would 
sell  them  over  acroas  the  water  on  the  United 
Btatas  side,  for  blaafcete  aad  canoee  or  any 
other  thing  that  the  Indians  valued" 

BVan  today  you  may  aee  throughout  the 
woods  In  aaanleh  gnat  pKs  which  havo  been 
dug  long  acn,  and  which  are  not  yet  filled  In, 
so  deep  they  are.  Ttet  is  when  the  IiMUan 
men  would  Mde  their  whas  aad  ehUdrcta 
when  the  wars  were  oa.

Pall  Mall 


HB  street  known  as  Pall  MaU,  which 

■  is  lined  with  the  palatial  homes  of  Lon- 
don's moat  famous  clubs,  lias  been  the 
resort  of  tte  gtoateet  of  Britain's  soas  fOr  the 
past  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  It  derives 
its  name  from  tte  game  of  pallle  malte,  a 
'form  of  croquet.  wMdi  w^a  played  aa  tte 
lawn.s  between  the  royal  palacrs  of  St.  James' 
and  WhltehaU  in  the  days  of  Charles  IL 

At  tte  time  of  tte  restoration  of  tte 
monarchy  in  1660,  there  were  very  few  houses 
in  the  vicimty,  but  in  the  latter  days  of  tte 
nign  of  the  Merry  Monarch  many  of  his 
courtlen  erected  houses  there,  and  it  speedily 
became  a  fashionable  residential  district,  but 
it  was  not  until  the  late  Georgian  period  that 
tte  flnt  of  tte  dubs,  with  '^ieh  Pall  Mall  is 
now  lined,  came  Into  existence,  and  the 
street  became  the  social  exctenge  of  London, 
tte  matt  of  aawa,  paBtlcsk  f«>^«*df  f  utd  ruiasr. 

The  clubs  of  London  had  their  origin  in 
tte  numerous  societies  of  men  of  similar 
tastes  which  met  oa  appelated  ovealags  ot 
.•:ome  coffee  hou.se,  or  tavern,  for  social  inter- 
course and  entertainment,  and  many  of  these 
informal  gatherings  developed  Into  regular 
clubs.  In  a  number  of  cruses  the  memtershlp 
became  so  large  ttet  the  premlsea  In  which 
tte  dub  out  was  taken  over  by  tte  members, 
wte  altered,  or  rebuilt,  the  place  to  suit  their 
requlnmeate,  and  aevenl  London  dubs, 
noUbly  mm  Ttetched  House,"  and  'Tte 
Ooaoa  Ttee"  tear  tte  name,  aad  staad  oa  tte 
site,  of  the  coffee  houM  la  whlab  Ita  asambata 
originally  met. 

The  Carlton  House 

THB  most  famous  of  Pall  Mall's  club 
houses  is  the  Carlton,  which  waa  founded 
In  ina  by  the  great  Duke  of  Wellington,  and 
U  the  headquarters  of  tte  Tory  Futy. 
Straingtn  teve  never  been  permitted  to  en- 
Joy  ita  hospitality  or  to  croos  its  threshold,  and 
away  tamoas  aiea  wte  teve  applied  fOr 
mfmbership  have  been  blackballed.  The 
Athenaeum  Is  tte  leading  literary  and  learned 

writers.  Including  Macauley  and  Thackeray, 
teve  vrritten  aome  of  their  greatest  worte  in 

any  portion  of  this  dub  honss  until  1900.  in 
which  year  a  aasoking-iBom  was  opeaad  en  tte 
roof  of  tte  boOdlte.  Tte  taiea  of  tte  Laadn 

clubs  are  strictly  enforced,  and  even  SbV 
■dward.  wtea  Prince  of  Wales,  reoelvod  a 
raprtwad  far  lighting  a  cigar  ia  tte 
af  tte  Devaaahtn  Club,  of  which  te 

was  a  member  This  led  to  hla  friends  found- 
ing a  small  and  exclusive  dub  Icnewn  as  tte 


every  room,  and  this  club  became  the  favorite 
resort  of  tte  Prince  and  his  moat  intimate 


In  1710  Sir  Christopter  Wrsa  built  a  palace 
m  Pall  Mall  for  tte  fhat  Duke  of  Marl- 
baaoiigh.  and  tten  tte  great  saldMr  spent  tte 


laj^t  years  of  his  life  In  the  state  of  melan- 
choly Imbecility.  After  liis  death  the  autocratic 
Duchess  rslgtaad  la  great  state  at  Mailbareugh 
House,  entirely  ecUpsiag  the  court  of  the  king 
in  the  adjacent  Bt  Jamea'  Palace,  whose 
oeeupant  ste  nferred  to  as  "aelghbor  Oeorio." 

It  was  to  this  house  that  the  beloved  Princess 
Alexandra ,  went  to  realde  when  ste  first  ar- 
rived In  Bnglaad  to*  boeomo  tte  bride  of  King 
Edward,  it  waa  ter  home  during  the  forty 
years  that  ste  reigned  over  the  social  life  of 
London  as  Princess  of  Wales,  and  on  tte  death 
of  her  husband,  la  IIM,  it  afala  bacaasa  ter 
London  residence. 

In  the  grounds  of  Marlborough  House  stands 
tte  church  which  was  erected  for  tte  Boaaan 
CathoUc  worship  of  Queen  Henrietta,  the  wife 
of  Cterles  I,  and  wlUch,  on  tte  advent  of  the 
Ooorglaa  aMmarete  was  aoavwtad  lata  a 
chapel  for  th**  use  of  the  army  of  Oennan 
parasites  which  formed  such  a  large  pro- 
portlaa  of  tte  BrMsh^eowrt  for  aearhr  a  coupio 
of  centuries,  but  which  was  clearad  away  aa 
the  accession  of  King  Kdward. 

St.  James'  Palace 

ST  James'  Palace  was  erected  by  Henry  VXXX 
on  tte  site  of  a  leper's  hospital,  wteae 
gateway  was  eenfiaeatad    by    tte  royal 

robber  and  on  Its  ancient  gateway,  de.signed 
by  Uolteln,  orlginallf  appeared  tte  Initlak  of 
tte  kkag  and  Anae  Botoya  sarrouadsd  by  a 
love-knot,  but  the  fickle  monarch  had  the  good 
taete  to  teve  this  embellishment  removed  eoon 
after  te  had  deprived  tte  iU-fOted  buly  of  her 
head.  It  was  at  St.  James'  Palace  ttet  Charles 
X  slept  on  the  night  prior  to  hla  OMOutlon, 
aad  it  was  tte  Mrthpbieo  of  OMflii  n.  Xn 
iltl,  when  Wlt^iall  Palace  was  deetroyod  by , 
fire.  St  James'  hecame  the  t/mdon 
of  the  sovereign,  and  so  remained  uaCu 
TV  srsetsd.Baeklagtem  Palaea.  Alttei«h  Ik 

is  ho  longer  the  monarch's  home  the  British 
court  is  still  oflicially  known  as  tte  Court  of 
at  JaaMs'.  Tte  Mttla  prtaala  ctepel  of  taa 

palace  has  been  the  scene  of  many  royal 
m^lagesk  notably  thOM  of  Victoria  and  Albert, 
and  Oaarpe  ▼  aad  tiary.

RECENTLY  In  the  Cariboo  Country  a  field 
day  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  demon- 
stoftttag  the  vahM  of  uetat  ovtlftod  polale  edid 
In  commercial  plantations.  A  large  field  grown 
from  certified  seed  was  selected  as  the  scene 
•f  tiM  demonstration,  and  so  uattormly  good 
was  the  crop  the  demonstrator  found  It  Im- 
possible to  illustrate  his  remarks  wltl»  plants 
showing  common  diseases. 

Of  necessity  the  scene  of  the  meeting  was 
Changed  to  another  large  field  several  miles 
away  wher*  growers'  troubles  arising  from  the 
use  of  inferior  seed  could  be  clearly  demoo- 
itrated.

ths  two  hundred  and  eight  ffluetra- 

tratlon  stations  now  operated  by  the 
r»ffin«n***n  dperlmental  Farms  Branch,  and 
dtotributfd  .throughout  each  pcovlDco  of  tha 
Pffmffff«iw  the  principle  embodied  In  the  old 
adage  that  "seeing  to  believing,  "  to  being 
appUed  in  a  practical  way.  On  these  stations, 
comparative  trials  are  made  embodying  the 
resulu  obtained  from  the  nearest  expert- 
mental  atatlen.  Sueh  demonstrations  embrace 
all  phases  of  practical  crop  and  livestock  pro- 
duction, and  Include  the  Introduction  of  new 
crops  or  varieties  which  had  not  been 
pnvtoiisly  grown  In  tha  dtolriat. 

In  Northern  Ontario,  Northern  Quebec  and 
certain  dlstrlcU  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
subject  to  early  Fall  frost,  the  vahM  ot  an 
early  oat  such  as  Alaitka  has  proven  a  necib- 
slty.  Similarly  through  the  medium  of  thOM 
stations  operating  In  tho  Frahia  Frorlaoes, 
comparative  demonstrations  and  trials  with 
Marquis.  Oamet  and  Reward  wheat  have  as- 
sisted In  carrying  these  varleUes  into  new  dto- 
trtcts.  having  been  found  superior  to  those 
formerly  grown.  From  such  demonstrations, 
farmers  have  the  opportunity  of  observing  the 
charaetartotios  ot  sueh  vartottos  or  crops  as 
may  be  under  con-sldfration.  and  are  able  to 
Judge  for  themselves  as  to  their  practical 
valui  undir  thito  looal  oonditlons.  Further- 
more, such  stations  Increase  and  multiply  seed 
from  these  desirable  vartetles.  for  sale  to 
farmers  |n  ttia  eonmunttgr  at  modarata  ooat 

During  the  past  season,  farmers  operating 
such  illustration  stations  distributed  by  sale 
».lg|  bushoto  of  seed  grain,  nm  bnsheto  of 
laad  potatoee  and  It^  poondi  ot  gran  and 
clever  seed. 

Red  Clover  for  Seed 

DEMONSTRATIONS  featuring  the  methods 
ol  hinAteg  and  growing  red  etover  for 
seed  have  assisted  in  placing  this  crop  on  a 
profitable  crop  producUoo  basU  In  a  number 
of  dtotrleto'  itt  QmlMe.  Ontario  and  Brttlah 
Columbia.  v."nrn  the  illustration  station  was 
established  and  such  demonstrations  were 
underUken  at  Aubrey,  Quebec,  red  dover  was 
not  grown  eommerclaiiy  and  but  to  a  limited 
extent  for  home  use.  Five  years  later,  how- 
ever, 480,000  worth  of  red  clover  seed  was  pro- 
tfiMd  and  sold  oat  of  thto  dtotrlct  in  a  given 
season.  IMs  crop  still  is  increasing,  being 
grown  as  a  oash  crop  in  this  district  in  con- 
juhetlon  with  their  dairy  fanning  operations. 

Easentlal  and  far-reachlni?  demanstratlons 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  chemical  fertiiizers 
aa  a  snpplenant  for  nnnvi  havi  baen  barvlid 
on,  particularly  in  the  Eastern  ptwrlnon  and 
British  Columbia.  In  many  of  tlMi  dtotrlcu 
farba  laate  had  baditaie  difletoat  in  plaat  food, 
resulting  In  low  yields  and  the  production  of 
a  poor  quality  hay  from  the  feeder's  sUnd- 
point  Hie  un  ot  nltngeaout  tntUtoin, 
ground  limestone,  lain  mud.  marl,  super- 
phosphate, varying  aaunmto  ot  potash,  highly 
conotntrated  tertlltoers  sueh  as  nltiwphoeka.

Cultural  Demonstrations 

CULTURAL  demonstrations.  Including  the 
use  and  introduction  of  aocUmattsed  red 
clover  and  alfalfa  seed,  have  been  an  objective 
on  the  IllustraUon  SUtlons  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. When  such  demonstrations 
started  In  ItS.  a  crop  survey  showed  that 
than  two  acres  of  alfalfa  were  bill 
along  the  Canadian  National  llllt 
8ml  then  and  llcBrtde.  Tnt  plots  were  set 
out  which  later  were  extended  to  demonstra- 
tion block*.  Hardy,  strains  of  red  clover  seed 
were  feBtroduee^  and  two  acres  nidid  in  a 
number  of  farma  throughout  these  anas,  for 
demonstration  purposes,  with  a  view  to  pro- 
dnebag  hardf  iiid>far  oii  looally. 

The  sucrew  of  these  demonstrations  haa  en- 
couraged farmers  to  grow  these  two  crops  to 
the  estant  that  iha  IndlvMtml  anaagaa,  par- 
ticularly of  red  dkWtr  on  certain  farms,  now 
approxlmatee  lOt  anWi  and  the  production  of 
red  clover  seed  In  thi  Frtane  Oiarga  and 
Yandarinef  dtotttob  has  exceeded  3,500  pounds 
in  a  season.  8toallarl|r  along  thto  line,  the 
operator  of  the  TandsHMOf  slatlea  atoo  onde 
up  the  first  ear  of  alfalfa  shipped  out  of  the 
Nechako  Valley,  and  in  lt77  the  one  at  Telkwa 
shipped  the  first  carload  of  alfaUa  from  the 
Bulkley  Valley.

BSTKRN  farmers,  caught  In  tha  big 

slump,  are  turning  to  Ottawa  tor  re- 
lief.

Wattwr  are  they  turn- 
ing to  quiet-voiced  men  and  women  working 
in  the  cloistered  calm  of  some  old  mill  build - 


seem  as  If  bitter  expcrlpnco  lias  proved  that 
the  test-tube  of  the  chemist  Is  (nlghtler  than 
the  statute  book  of  the  tagtolator.  tor  appeato 
are  flooding  the  desk  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Tory, 
pre.'^ident  of  the  National  Research  Council, 
these  days. 

Two  years  of  low  prloM  tdllowed  by  a  dis- 
astrous drouth  have  menaced  western  agricul- 
ture. Farmers  are  beginning  to  reocmclle 
thcmaelVM  to  sixty-cent  wheat  and  are  be* 
ginning  to  realln  that  they  must  somehow 
reduce  costs  of  production  below  that  figure 
If  they  are  to  successfully  compete  with  the 
grain  growpn  of  Argentine,  AuitraUa  and 
Russia. 

The  Introduction  of  labor-saving  devices 
like  the  tractor,  truck  and  combine-harvester 
to  •  itap  In  that  dlraetlon.  Daring  tha  last 
three  years  hundreds  of  farms  have  been 
completely  mechanized.  With  bewildering 
speed  the  nan  with  the  hoe  to  being  trans- 
formed into  the  man  with  the  monkey- 
wrench.  On  many  prairie  farms  the  trusty 
honn  have  been  relegated  eipier  to  pasture 
or  to  boneyard.  the  whoto  ot  the  ttold  oper- 
ations being  pertormid  by  snorting  tractors 
and  trucks. 

What  a  Relief 

ANOTHER  step  towards  reducing  costs  of 
production  per  bushd  takes  the  form  ti 
utilising  tertlltoers  to  bolster  yields.  Over 
wide  areas  the  once-fabled  fertility  of  the 
prairie  has  vanished  thanks  to  oonstotent 
cropping,  and  especially  to  thto  trm  of  tha 
older  districts  of  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan. 
Ytolds  have  been  low  In  proportion  to  the 
expeiMHtina  of  tobor  power  and  oonasquntly 
surprisingly  cofitly. 

Until  quite  recently  pratoto  grain  growers 
scoffed  at  thOM  who  advocated  tha  adminis- 
tration of  fertilizers  to  worn  out  soils.  They 
pointed  out.  too.  that  suitable  fertilisers 
could  only  be  purchased  at  prices  decidedly 
proMMUve. 

These  objections  have  now  been  removed 
thanks  to  the  painstaking  research  of  the 
Mbtlonal  naaeardi  OouneU.  For  four  yean 
widespread  experlmenta  have  biin  under 
way  m  all  three  provinces.  Widely  ieattered 
teat  ploto  have  yielded  surprtotaglr  large 
crops  of  wheat,  oate  and  bariey  when  treated 
with  commerdal  tertiltoers.  This,  coupled 
with  the  scientific  inveetigaUons  conducted  by 
the  eoanen  mto  the  sulphur  dioxide  content 
of  the  smoke  of  the  monster  smelter  at  Trail 
has  resulted  in  a  rapidly  Increasing  demand 
for  snper-phoophatM  and  the  like.  The  newly

Uses  for  Wheat  Strato 

N  still  another  direction  is  welcome  relief 
coming  to  the  Pralrte  tarmera.  For  two 
years  a  pUot  mill,  owned  by  aVnopaaii  ayn- 
dlcate  of  prominent  bankers,  haa  been 'experi- 
menting with  the  manufacture  of  tawilatlng 
board  of  the  waUboard  variety  from  oidlaary 
wheat  straw.  This  experiment  has  been 
rlo«e1v  watched  by  western  farmers  and  they 
are  elated  to  know  that  success  hai  at  last 
eiawnid  thi  effofts  of  the  experimentars.  It 
all  gOM  wen  the  pilot  mill  win  be  enlarired 
at  aa  early  dale  and  mass  production  will 
ba  itotftad.  In  view  of  the  fiat  that  wheal 
straw,  generally  put  to  the  torch,  will  be 
purchased  from  the  farmers  from  10  to  $10 
per  ton.  it  wlU  be  eeen  that  ttoi  bapeihaent 
bears  cnoouragement 
Theee  stalks  of  straw  have  been  cultivated 
ved  from  insect  pesu  by  hard-worklag 
anly  to  ba  thrown  away.  Only  the 
fact  that  it  ha.s  always  be^n  done  keeps  sane 
folks  from  laughing  at  the  spectacle  of 
tbonaaads  of  tar— ■  earafoHy  grawtag  Uratr 
-  to  burn? 

SyntheUc  lumber,  of  course,  U  not  the  only 
uee  for  wbaat  itoaw  and  illMr  flbra  of  an- 
nual growth.  7h$  pwwkv  demand  for  cellu- 
lose everywhere  opeaie  a  tremendously  wide 
field.  Only  a  tew  days  age  a  groop  of  prooU- 

tng  of  a  corporatfon  deatlnM  to  manfactorc 
cellophane^the  transparent,  mjislawe-preof 
wiapphv  materlat  naw  aaleuil»ilf  md  with 

candle*^  mrat*  urid  fnilfa  It  keep<  a  wide 
variety  of  foods  in  exocUent  condition  and 


enables  the  purchaser  to  see  what  he  is  buy- 
ing, yet  It  can  be  iaroMifwHy  made  .  from 

wheat  straw. 

Straw,  of  course,  to  a  cousin  of  coaL  In 
fact,  it  may  be  termed  coal  in  embryonic 
stage.  Certainly  It  Is  a  reserotr  ot  sunshine. 
One  German  wizard.  Dr.  Berglus,  has  actually 
created  coal  from  straw— and  transformed  the 

wide  vista  of  possibilities  for  the  cereal  straws 
now  being  wasted  on  our  farms. 


Other  Waste  Utilized 

^THER  fai-m  wastes  are  now  being  utilized. 
Still  others,  now  In  the  test  tubes  of  the 
eheaatots  at  Ottawa.  wlU  yWM  farth  thalr 
richr.";  in  due  time.  The  waste  milk  of  dairies 
is  now  being  turned  Into  glue,  fpimtai.i  pens 
and  a  long  range  of  casein  predneta.  tin 
culls  of  orchards  arc  now  being  made  Into 
wine,  ssrrup  and  who  knows  what  other 
products.  Long  since  th^  packers  have  saved 
all  but  the  squeal,  thus  enabling  them  to  pay 
higher  prices  for  hogs  and  cattle. 

Industrtol  corporations  spend  millions  to 
conserve  and  change.  The  gases  from  coke 
ovens,  once  thrown  away,  are  turned  Into 
products  that  are  the  mainstay  of  the  busi- 
ness. Waste  oils  from  refineries  are  trans- 
formed Into  gasoline.  Kven  ctty  garbage, 
once  a  menace,  l.s  turned  Into  lumber,  lubri- 
cating grease,  stock  food  and  combustible  gas. 

Now  it  to  the  farmers'  turn.  The  wastes  of 
the  farm  are  yielding  their  hidden  treasures. 
Products  put  to  the  torch  are  now  being 
transformed  into  saleable  commodities.  Slowly 
but  surely  a  -new  day  to  dawning  tor  tha 
farmlnR  community  It  Is  beginning  to  realize 
that  it  does  far  more  than  produce  wheatf, 
and  oats,  and  hogs  la  that  it  creates,  with 
the  aid  of  the  .soil  and  the  sun.  iMBa  Of  thi 
basic  raw  materials  without  whldl  modlRI 
Industry  would  not  be  poeslbl^

OSAIO  and  leaf  earl  have  been  raoOg- 

nlzed  as  serious  limiting  factors  la 
the  productiveness  of  raspberry  plantationi 
throughout  the  fruit-growing  areas  of  i 
In  the  eaee  af  moeato.  the  plante 
dwarfed,  the  foliage  takej  on  a  mottled  trans- 
patent  appearance  followed  by  a  puckering 
and  dlght  curling.  With  leaf  euTl,  the  foliage 
to  small,  crinkled,  thickened,  deep  green  la 
color  and  markedly  curled  or  rolled  doem- 
ward  and  inward  at  the  edges.  Leaf  curl 
planto  often  ahew  an  upright  appearance  in 
contrast  to  the  normal  drooping  of  healthy 
plants  and  produce  fruit  which  is  small,  hard 
and  nody. 

Although  the  cause  of  these  diseases  Is 
not  definitely  known,  they  are  of  a  contag- 
ious nature.  It  is  generally  considered  that 
they  are  due  to  the  praeeace  of  an  infectious 
principle  In  the  cell-sap  of  the  plants  Thto 
Infectious  principle,  on  being  transferred  from 
dtoMMid  to  haaMhy  planto  by  way  of  apUds. 
produces  the  dtoeaoa  iud  la  thto  way  apwad 
is  effected. 

Care  With  the  Planting 

THX  dtoeasn  are  present  ki  the  whoto  sys- 
tem of  the  ptont  and  therefore  aU  young 
suckers  arising  from  diseased  parent  plants 
will  also  be  diseased.  Care  must  be  taken, 
therefore,  la  eettfag  out  aew  ptontatmna  to 
be  sure  that  -hr  young  plants  come  from 
healthy  stock.  Otherwise,  the  young  planta- 
tton  may  hi  alartad  with  a  high  pwianriii 
of  disease  whtoh  wfll  ihiTtly  fandir  It  on- 
profitable. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  very  aatto- 
taetory  control  of  these  diseases  can  be  ob-

Before 
the  stations  were  esUblished  seUtors  lost 
thousands  of  doUars  In  purchasing  fruit  fren 
of  vbrlettoi  qutte  unsulted  to  their  ellmaUc 
conditions  and  varieties  of  vegetables  were 
grown  Whleh  were  not  satisfactory.  Now. 
when  a  nfw  aetUer  or  an  old  one  desfaw  to  nt 
out  an  orchard  or  small  fruit  plantation  or  to 
grow  vegeUbles.  all  he  has  to  do  U  to  consult 
the  list  of  recommended  vartottos  based  In 
the  resulto  of  the  tests  which  have  been  made 
at  the  Dominion  Experimental  Stations. 
Much  Ion  to  in  this  way  avoided. 

The  Mcintosh  appte,  one  of  the  tew  well- 
known  apptos  of  Canadian  origin,  to  an  out- 
standing variety,  thought  by  many  to  be  the 
beet  i^ple  to  the  world  and  cerUlnly  the  moet 
papular  apple  ki  Oaaada  and  commanding  the 
highest  price,  but.  unfortunately.  Ita  season  la 
retoUvely  short.  Through  the  work  of  the 
OivtoloB  of  Hoitlenilare  new  eartettoe  have 
been  originated  and  Introduced  which  give 
apples  of  the  Mcintosh  type  from  Summer  to 
the  time  of  the  ICeSBloah.  Sttna  if  then 
whtoh  may  be  menttonad  ara  IMba.  Joyea. 
Hume  and  Lobo. 

The  Melba  apple  has  been  planted  by  the 
thousands  and  is  proving  very  suLUanML  ft 
to  equal  to  the  MCTntodi  to  quality  and  is 

ready  for  use  In  August  at  a  time  when  the 
public  is  very  eager  for  apples,  and  had.  In  the 
DM*,  ta  be  eemaat  wHh'Dacfaen  of  OMaoborg 
or  other  varieties  greatly  Inferior  In  quality. 
Thto  appto  to  bringing  profit  to  the  producer 
tod  delight  to  ttie  eonanaMr.  Other  good 
varieties  of  apples  and  ether  fruits  have  been 
originated,  but  space  wtB  hot  permit  men- 
tioning them.

The  ran  petato  are  put  Into  a 
weU-gtoasd  Jar  a  handltd  af  a  time,  sprinkled 
with  the  salt  mixture  and  rammed  dowai 
tight,  and  a  weight  put  on  them  to  keep  them 
oompaot.

Storage  Problems 

IN  British  Columbia,  one  of  the  principal 
varMlee  of  applea,  the  Jonathan,  had  not 
kept  satisfactorily,  the  flesh  turning  brown 
and  breaking  down  in  transit.  This  was  re- 
aidtlng  In  great  Ion  ta"  the  growera,  bath 
directly  and  Indirectly,  as  dealers  hesitated  to 
buy  fruit  which  might  be  found  unfit  lor  eon- 
sumption  when  It  begaa  to  be  ussd.  A  spe- 
cial Investigation  was  made  of  this  by  the 
Horticultural  Departmeat  of  the  SuminerUnd 
Experimental  Station  In  British  CohffiiMa,  and 
as  a  result  this  "Jonathan  breakdown  '  can  be 
avoided  If  the  grower  takes  proper  precauUons. 
This  same  station  has  eontrUmted  vjfthnMe 
hit enaatlon  oa  tha  atocagi  of  dlffiraat 
eties  of  apples. 

One  of  the  totest  piecn  of  work  conducted 
by  the  Divlilbn  of  Horticulture,  In  asso- 
ciation with  the  dehydration  and  by-products 
commlttcM  of  the  Dominion  Department  of 
Agrteultura.  has  been  expertaaeata  m  elder 
making.  A  very  large  quantity  of  apples  goes 
to  waste  every  year,  which,  if  properly 
handled,  wfll.  It  to  beUeved,  brtag  tato  returae 
to  fruit  growers  instead  of  no  revenue  as  at 
present.
